HE problem of the arterial road is sensibly 

easing, though still awaiting a satisfactory 

solution. The main difficulty is that of ap- 

portioning estimates of traffic requirements as 
between through and local traffic, together with the 
important though relatively minor problem concerned 
with the potential wayside customer. The by-pass 
road does threaten in some measure the trade of the 
urban streets which have been by-passed, though we 
believe this factor is generally exaggerated. The 
opinion of the ratepayers and taxpayers out of whose 
pockets the money comes for these major works, must, 
however, be considered, though the greatest good for 
the greatest number must be the final and determining 
factor in the decision. 


Having for a moment laid aside this more personal 
factor, we have to consider the form and lay-out of the 
future traffic way. The latest ideas tend towards 
segregating the various kinds of traffic—through and 
local vehicular, cycles and pedestrians—each of which 
has equal rights on the King’s Highway. The idea 
of such an orderly arrangement commends itself to 
common-sense, though the means of carrying it into 
effect are not so clear. Taking the road from side to 
side, we should have, in the following sequence, a foot- 
path, a local traffic service road, a cycle track, two one- 
way through roads, another cycle track possibly, and 
again the service road and iootpath. Each pair of 
these would, no doubt, be separated by a grass margin 
to add to these many units. Such an equipment might 
very well total up to a width of 150 feet in those urban 
stretches demanding service roads on both sides, or 
of 100 feet where service roads were no longer needed. 


It is not beyond the wit ot man w design such lay- 
outs as handsome and spacious boulevards, but the 
huge slices of private property needed for their accom- 
modation present a staggering liability. We see, on 
the one hand, the community held up by the demands 
of property owners, in spite of the legal checks upon 
them ; and, on the other, some property owners suffering 
real loss by the exercise of the wide powers now held 
by local, county and Government authorities. Neither 
of these risks can be faced with equanimity. 

We believe it is a fact that some progress is already 
being made in the construction of multiple highways 
ofthisform. The full benefits of such projects, however, 
can only be enjoyed when the entire scheme of a road 
is completed. In the interim, there is that inevitable 
untidiness which results from an alternation of lengths 
of spacious roads with sections of ancient highway 
and buildings in their original small-scale form. We 
question whether the instances where the irresistible 
force of parliamentary powers meets the immovable 
object of individual citizen rights may not bring many 
broadly conceived schemes to an unsatisfactory stand- 
still, in which the half measure is no measure worth 
the taking. 


Having suffered from previous lack of foresight, 
it is to be readily understood that the planners of 
to-day should make a very liberal estimate of the 
needs of the future. In this there is no means of 
checking the estimate; but we venture to suggest 
that when the high roads become all more or less of 
a pattern and all in similar scale, the pleasure journeys 
along them will become less of an adventure than we 
have felt in the past among the twisting intimate lanes 
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of the countryside. The psychological effect of this 
form of standardisation may tend to remove one of 
the causes resulting in its creation. We may find a 
reaction against the general week-end pilgrimage, and 
be already, without realising it, near the peak of — 
traffic. It would be foolish to assume the 
future will follow these lines, but the idea does give 
roum for doubt as to the wisdom of proceeding on 
such an assumption without the greatest circum- 
spection. The countryside is not a fit subject for 
standardisation, nor are the country towns, except in 
the broadest and most elastic sense. 


Another difficult problem connected with our traffic 
routes is that of car parking in built-up areas. Re- 
cently there were published certain figures valuing 
the ground occupied by various vehicles standing 
stationary on the highway. They appeared very 
formidable, but were in many ways deceptive. They 
appeared to ignore three salient facts. The first of 
these is that each citizen is a part freeholder of all 
State property. The second is that main roads im 
built-up areas have other purposes than for through 
traffic. If the latter were not the case, the roads 
would be useless, because access to any property upon 
them would be logically excluded. The third reason 
is that if all waiting by the roadside is to be abolished, 
public car-parking space must be provided in close 
proximity to the streets involved, and therefore, of 
necessity, upon land of a high freehold value. This 
land has to be secured permanently, whether in full 
or half use, and if set against the problematical figures 
we have had before us, would cancel out a very high 
proportion of them. 


The problem, therefore, is one of very delicate adjust- 
ment, the intricacies of which are still far from solution, 
In our attempt to make the highways serviceable for 
traffic we might easily abolish a large proportion of 
the traffic they are designed to serve; or, in keeping 
our streets free from obstruction, destroy their use- 
fulness to the traffic now obstructed. We are aware 
that able brains are at work upon this complicated 
problem, and we venture to suggest only that the 
subject should not assume too academic a form. 
Theoretical planning must always be of a nature that 
will allow adjustment to fact; and the individual 
character of one district as compared with another, 
and one set of circumstances with another set, nmiust 
always be allowed full weight in influencing final 
decisions. 


If we permitted the British genius for happy com- 
promise to be lost in a Continental or American 
of regularity, we should be losing a very valuable 
national characteristic, and might find that the very 
logic of the plan had produced a bigger crop of anomalies 
than those we seek to abolish. 

Again, in this matter of planning, we must avoid 
a frequent change of mind during the process of action. 
The laws and regulations governing traffic have ex- 
perienced frequent adjustment and change during 
recent years, and rightly so, for experience teaches 
quickly, if brutally, in such matters. But planni 
is not an experience of the moment. It is a process 
permanence, and, as such, needs settlement once and 
for all. If this fact is not fully realised we shall meet, 
as we have already met on occasion, the new road, 
laid down as the last word in civic foresight, already 
out of date in accordance with more recent standards, 
and possibly difficult to extend in the newer fashion. 
All these considerations add to a difficult problem 
with which we must grapple in the most broad-minded 
and far-seeing way possible.

The problem of adequate exits from 
West London has exercised official 
attention for nearly fifty years, and 
the matter was one considered by the 
Royal Commission on Cross-River 
Traffic in 1926. The London County 
Council will act in this scheme in con- 


boundary, roughly paralle 
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junction with the Middlesex County 
Council, who will carry on the proposed 
road westwards from the County 
1 to Chiswick 
High-road, up with the junction 
of the Great West-road with the North 
Circular-road. The new road will also 
link up with the new Chertsey-road 
near Chiswick Bridge. The total 
length will be 3.7 miles and the cost is 
estimated at £2,320,000, of which 60 
cent. will be met by the State. 
e scheme will relieve to a consider- 
able extent the traffic through Ken- 
sington-road, Hammersmith and 
Chiswick High-road, for, unlike many 
by-passing roads, there is little diver- 
gence from the main line. The scheme 
is one which deserves the fullest sup- 
port as being a major addition to the 
amenities of London. 


Tue Architectural Asso- 
ciation Schools  prize- 
giving on Friday last was 
in its usual tradition—that 
is, highly successful.

able age of 84 and, from being regarded 


as an outworn relic of early Victorian 
eccentricity and bad taste, has come 
to be proclaimed the real prototype 
of the modern movement in geometrical 
design, unit construction, and the use 
of steel and glass. Though chiefly 
associated in the popular mind with 
fireworks and dog shows and occasional 
Handel Festivals, the Palace has almost 
from the beginning possessed other 
and (excepting its musical activities) 
more educational features that recom- 
mend it to serious consideration and 
support. We refer to its remarkable 
series of architectural courts and its 
great collection of reproductions of 
antique and other sculpture. When, 
after the close of the Hyde Park 
Exhibition, a private company was 
formed to take over the building and 
re-erect it, with improvements, on 


Sydenham-hill, “no effort or labour,” | 


it is recorded, “was spared in the 
attempt to make the Palace a genuine 
and unquestionable asset in the educa- 
tion and improvement of national 
taste. ‘Architectural constructions 
were to be made” (then, as now, it 
was thought good to educate the public 
in architecture), “and the specimens 
from the most remarkable edifices 
throughout the world to be collected, 
so that an architectural sequence 
from the earliest dawn of the art down 
to that time should be presented. 
Casts of the most celebrated works 
of sculpture were to be produced, 
ranging in their period from the time 
of the ancient Eygptians down to 
modern days.”

after a long period of neglect, have 
been completely restored. Egyptian, 
Greek, Roman, Moorish, Byzantine, 
German ; English, French and Italian 
Medieval, and Renaissance architec- 
ture—all are here in true reproduction 
or representation. Particularly fine 
is the full-scale Pompeian Court, which 
had not been open to the public for 
many years. It is an admirable re- 
production of a Pomepian house, with 
its columns, fountain, wall paintings 
and impluvium. To describe the 
courts and the sculpture in detail 
would be to give a list of the major, 
and many of the minor, works of art of 
the past four thousand odd years. The 
excellent character of the architectural 
work may be judged from illustrations 
on this page and page 137. The 
Palace itself, since it became the 
property of the nation some twenty 
years ago, has been almost completely 
overhauled and restored and has 
strengthened its “ popular attractions.” 
To revisit the building to-day, to look 
upon its immense proportions and to 
explore its contents, will, however, 
for many be to renew contact with 
the courage, the hopes, ambitions and 
some of the achievements of an extra- 
ordinary period in the history of our 
country.

THE ROYAL COLLEGE OF ART 


On Friday last the Right Hon. Lord 
Stanley, M.P., distributed the College 
Diplomas to the successful students. The 
Architectural Section, under the direction of 
Professor Knapp-Fisher and his staff are 
holding an exhibition at the College of the 
work of students taking the itectural 
course. The subject of tne work on view is 
“‘A Modern Greek City, to be Named 
*‘ Thetis.’ ’’ The site given is an ideal one— 
@ sea-girt, rocky coast with numerous rocky 
islands. The plan is an ingenious conception, 
drawn with much artistry and skill. Students 
are called upon to design the many 
buildings that such a city would require. 
The site gives much scope for the imagina- 
tion. Generally the students have recognised 
what was needed and have produced in their 
designs work of an appropriate character. 
oe some of the more noticeable designs 
are Mr. N. Lamplugh’s treatment for the 
** Canomea and Chapel,’’ which has a simple 
plan, with well-proportioned elevations, all 
rendered with delicacy and refinement. Simi- 
lar comments apply to the swimming pool, 
by Mr. E. J. Hunt, with its symmetrical 
entrance elevation and south-east and north- 
east elevations. Other designs entering into 
and expressing the right character are : ‘‘ The 
Monastery,’’ by Mr. J. Russell, shown by a 
capital drawing; also ‘“‘ The Convent,’’ by 
Mr. B. Hudson; ‘‘The Farm on the Out- 
skirts,’’ by Mr. R. L. Young; ‘‘ The Light- 
house,” by Mr. F. J. Bod ; and “ The 
Wireless Station,’’ by Mr. A. M. F. Parsons. 
Mr. J. A. Greene has collected the various 
buildings as far as he is able and set them 
up in perspective, which adds to the interest 
and understanding of the scheme. Through- 
out the desi runs a sense of unity and 
right proportion devoid of eccentricity, while 
the renderings have a pleasing decorative 
quality. Other sections holdin exhibitions 
are Sculpture, Decoration and Painting, and 
Design and Crafts.

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REHOUSING POLICY 


AN A.T.O. MEMORANDUM. 


Tue following memorandum in connection 
with the Congress has been issued by the 
Architects’ and Technicians’ Organisation. 
From it we take the following points :— 

“The International Housing and Town 
Planning Congress, which sat at the head- 
quarters of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, under the auspices of the British 
Government, the Corporation of the City of 
London, the L.C.C, and other influential 
bodies, has brought together hundreds of 
delegates from all parts of the world. 

‘** Since the last Congress was held in Ber- 
lin, four years ago, when the German 
Government was congratulated on the ad- 
vances made in working-class housing, the 
political changes. which have occurred lend 
a special interest to this session. It will be 
significant to note the reflections of these 
changes in the outlook of the delegates. The 
policy of ‘* subsistence homesteads,’’ whereby 
the unemployed are given small holdings in 
the country and are expected as far as 
possible to fend for themselves, has lately 
come once again into prominence, As a solu- 
tion for the unemployment problem the 
‘three acres and a cow’ policy has been 
widely attempted in Germany, Austria, 
U.S.A., and in Sweden. Will it now be held 
up as a way out of the problem of housing 
the unemployed in this country? Clearly it 
is no solution; it is an admission of inability 
or unwillingness to cope with the problem. .. . 


Has Progress Been Made? 


“The central subject for deliberation at 
the Congress is ‘Rehousing the People.’ If 
the British delegation are frank, they will 
have no progress to report since the last con- 
gress as far as working-class housing is 
concerned. Housing conditions have, in fact, 
become worse since 1931, and the new houses 
built, mainly by private enterprise, have been 
for sale rather than to let, and even when to 
let, the rents are beyond the means of the 
large mass of wage earners 

*The National Government’s propaganda 
department boasts of ‘ 330,000 houses built,’ 
while the speculative builders and building 
societies have been overwhelming us with 
panegyrics on the laudable, socially useful 
fanction which they are fulfilling. But one 
need not be very observant to know that for 
the main part these houses do not come 
within the reach of the great mass of the 
workers. Private builders do not let houses 
at less than 10s. per week, and very few 
immediately above that figure. Yet the most 
urgent need in the country to-day is the need 
for houses below, and well below, 10s. per 
week. Sir E. D. Simon, as far back as 1929, 
estimated that there were a million families 
who could not afford to pay the rent for a 
minimum A3 house and have enough over to 
pay for the barest minimum physical necessi- 
ties; and he urges that the slum problem, 
the problem of rehousing the workers, will 
not be solved unless houses are let at about 
7s. per week. Since that date there is no 
doubt that conditions have grown far worse 
for the mass of the people... . Sir E. D. 
Simon’s figure might well be trebled to give 
a picture of the needs to-day. 

** What has been done in the last five years 
for these workers who cannot really afford 
the economic rents of privately built houses? 
If we look at the figures, we see that the 
provision of houses for this very large sec- 
tion of the community has declined to an 
amazing extent. In 1929 the number of 
houses provided by private enterprise without 
assistance was 65,000, and the number pro- 
vided by local authorities and by State- 
assisted private enterprise was 105,000. By 
1935 the tables were completely turned. 
Unassisted private enterprise provided 


285,000 houses, and the local authorities and 
State-assisted private enterprise only just 
over 40,000. This policy of encouraging pri- 
vate enterprise and ignoring the needs of the 
workers has been deliberately encouraged by 
the National Government, as various remarks

by Sir Hilton Young show clearly. The 
Government Committee on Housing, under 
the chairmanship of Lord Moyne, discussed 
whether it is desirable or necessary for local 
authorities to take over the building of 
working-class houses : ‘If the private enter- 
prise policy of the Government were to fail 
and the housing of the working classes were 
to become generally recognised as exclu- 
sively a social service . . .’ it contemplated; 
but it went on to assert that no sufficiently 
strong case had been made out in favour of 
superseding private enterprise by another 
form of organisation in the provision of 
working-class houses. 


Private Enterprise. 

‘Private enterprise has failed, and will 
necessarily fail, to cater for working-class 
housing. This year . . . the Government has 
found it necessary to take further steps in 
the housing and slum clearance problem. It 
has introduced a Housing Bill. This renews 
the payment of subsidies to local authorities, 
but the subsidy varies according to the price 
of land. It thinks to abolish overcrowding 
by legislating against it, and holding the 
tenant partly responsible, without attempting 
to remedy, or even discover, the real causes 
of overcrowding; and it introduces principles 
of compensation which, when applied, will 
lay themselves open to grave abuse. This 
is the progress which the British delegation 
can report ! 

“Tt is to be deplored, at the same time, 
that the attitude of the official body repre- 
senting British architecture, the R.LB.A., is 
equally unsatisfactory on the provision of 
working-class accommodation. The Secretary 
of the Housing and Slum Clearance Com- 
mittee, reporting to the annual general meet- 
ing of the R.I.B.A., said frankly : ‘ We have 
nothing to report.’ At the recent R.I.B.A. 
conference at Glasgow, one of the cities 
where the housing problem is most acute, the 
President said: ‘Architects are powerless in 
this matter of planning and beautifying 
cities’ . . .* 

“‘The A.T.O. is mobilising the energies of 
architects and other technicians who realise 
the urgency of the present situation. It is 
pressing for a policy of action and not words, 
and aims at forcing the State to assume 
active responsibility for this work, as an 
essential social service. It is anxious to co- 
operate in this with all organisations and 
individuals subscribing to the same ends.

“MODERN BUILDINGS” 


Need for Architectural Control. 


Mr. Oswatp P. Mune, F.R.LB.A., in a 
letter to The Times raises an interesting 
point in regard to the possible effect of the 
Ribbon Development Restriction Bill in 
driving disfiguring buildings off the main 
roads elsewhere. ‘‘ Parliament,’’ he writes, 
‘holds the remedy in its hands. It recog- 
nised, to some extent, that the public has a 
right to protection as to the design and con- 
struction of their homes when it passed the 
Architects Registration Act, whereby a statu- 
tory register of architects has been set up. 
Since that was done no architect can Se 
admitted to the register until he can prove 
by examination that he has had a thorough 
architectural training and has reached a 
reasonable proficiency both in the technique 
and art of architecture. . 


‘As the appearance of our towns and our 
countryside is the concern of every citizen, 
we surely have a right to be protected from 
ignorance and ineptitude in the design of 
buildings. A simple enactment that no 
plans would be considered by the local and 
other authorities who are responsible for pass- 
ing plans for new buildings unless they were 
drawn up by a registered architect would go 
far to prevent the atrocities that we now have 
to endure. ... The very complexity of our 
problems demands that education and com- 
petence should be brought to the service of 
plan and design.” 


The late G. A. T. Middleton, A.R.1.B.A,

_“ Architects are among the most enthv- 
siastic — of the forward moves of the 
new London County Council. They realise in- 
creasingly the vast importance of the London 
County Council in relation to architecture. 
Housing and slum clearance, the decision to 
town pian the whole of the county, the 
acquisition and the redevelopment of the South 
Bank of the Thames; the extension of the 
County Hall, tae building of new and the 
improvement of old schools and hospitals, the 
green belt—these and many other important 
phases of London County Council policy are

“I want you all to feel that your ideas, 
your enthusiasms and even your criticisms are 
not unwelcome to this great public authority 
of which Londoners are ming increasingly 
proud.

SOME NOTES ON THE EXHIBITION. 


The students’ work embracing the five 
years’ course maintains its high standard, 


both in general design and draughtsmanship. . 


Some good models are also among the ex- 
hibits. Naturally the fifth-year students 
handle the more important schemes. Of 
practical interest at the moment, with slum 
clearance so much to the fore, is a scheme for 
rehousing in the St. Pancras district. Messrs. 
A. G. Brown, R. H. rd, R. A. Kirby 
and B. A. le Mare have taken a section from 
the ordnance map suggested to them by the 
St. Pancras Housing Association, cleared the 
site and planned a number of blocks of flats. 
The acohbela has been thoroughly worked 
out in all details, including cost. The site 
covers some 274 acres, and provides accom- 
modation for a similar number of persons to 
those displaced. By erecting blocks of flats 
in place of the small houses, a large area is 
available for gardens, recreation, etc. The 
accommodation provided consists of four 15- 
story blocks and 12 five-story blocks, having 
a varying number of rooms per flat, two 
blocks of shops, a school, a health centre, 
créche, power-house and public-house, pram- 
shed, hard playgrounds, sports-grounds, allot- 
ments and all modern essentials. The archi- 
tectural treatment is severe and on modern 
lines, following the trend of the moment; the 
only ‘‘breaks’’ in the elevations are the 
ample balconies. Sunlight and air have re- 
ceived consideration, and the blocks are 
placed so that they may obtain the maximum 
of each. It is contemplated that from the 
flats when fully occupied a return of 34 per 
cent. would be available for upkeep and 
repairs. The scheme generally suggests prac- 
ticality, and not simply the solution of a 
school problem, usually more ideal than prac- 
tical. The elevations are somewhat barrack- 
like, and the treatment of some of the L.C.C. 
blocks would be preferred by many. 


A second scheme is the replanning of 
Euston Station, which has been under con- 
sideration for some time. This problem has 
entailed a considerable amount of research. 
Here again the scheme suggests a practical 
solution, both in planning and elevations. 
The latter are devoid of applied decoration 
and unnecessary protuberances—features to 
which we have been accustomed so long that 


some people find te aoe & difficult to under- ' 
rely 


stand. The interiors solely on their 
colour schemes for decoration. This general 
simplicity would make for a considerable 
economy in cost. Four students combined in 
this scheme— Messrs. Ward, Westwood, 
Cornish, and Melvin. 


A scheme for an “‘ Airport, Gatwick Aero- 
drome, terminal block, and station,’ is 
shown by a first-class model by Mr. G. C. 
Logie. It is a meritorious and well-planned 
scheme, its architectural treatment suggesting 
its purpose. A redesigned ‘‘ Goodwood Race- 
course and Stands” is another sound scheme 
by Mr. R. S. Tubbs. ‘“ A motor-boat club 
on the Oslo Fjord,” by Mr. G. D. Advocaat, 
shown by a capital model, is clever and 
appropriate, 


In the fourth year, one of the most notice- 
able schemes is a “ Design for a Nobel Insti- 
tute for an Association in London,”’ similar 
to that in Stockholm. The design, by Mr. 
Pearlman, has a capable plan, and is shown 
by Ph worked out set of working 
drawings in line. The entrance hall suggests 
dignity, and the exhibition hall is of good 
proportion. The elevations are nicely pro- 
portioned and show strong Swedish influence. 
Other subjects too numerous to note in detail 
include ““A Theatre Facade,” ‘“‘A Hotel 
vay-out,’’ a “Gaumont Village Lay-out,” 
ind others. 


The third-year schemes include ‘A Gym- 
nasium,” “A Settlement for Pensioners,”’ 
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“An Experimental School,” etc., and among 
these is some promising work. 

The second-year covers buildings of simple 
character and moderate size, such as “A 
Tennis Club,” ‘A Small Library,” and a 
“Lake-side Restaurant "’—good imi 
work leading to the more adva: courses. 

Some good work is to be seen amongst that 
of the first-year students, where naturally 
—_— subjects are asked for, such as ‘‘ A 
clerk of works’ office”, or the treatment of 
“A living room.” It is interesting to note a 
return to sketching and measuring (under 
the direction of the staff). There is still 
something to learn and inspiration to be 
gained from this kind of study. Winchester 
was the city chosen for the sketching visit. 

Drawings by the Leverhulme and Howard 
Colls scholars are also exhibited. The masters 
appear to have instilled in their pupils an 
enthusiasm which it is pleasant to see. 


The Planning School. 

The first exhibition of the research school 
occupies one room, and the immense amount 
of useful work and thought the exhibits have 
entailed is apparent. No true assessment of 
the Research School’s work can usefully be 
made before a decade has elapsed, as many 
of the subjects under examination entail the 
devoted collaboration of a long succession of 
workers, each of whose fields of activity must 
dovetail with that preceding it. This section 
is under the personal supervision of Mr. 
E. A. A, Rowse, the Assistant Director, and 
much will be expected of it.

The late Nathaniel Lloyd's ‘‘ History of 
English Brickwork, with Ex 
Notes of the Architectural Use Manipu- 
lation of Brick from Medieval Times to the 
end of the Georgian Period,” was published 
in 1925, at the price of 45s., and the valu- 
able and exhaustive information it contained 
and the many finely produced illustrations of 
beautiful brick architecture at once estab- 
lished the book as a standard work on the 
subject. It was fitting, therefore, that a 
cheaper, even if an abridged, edition of this 
fine work should be published in order that 
a wider circle of readers might have an 
opportunity of studying a fascinating sub- 
ject and possessing a representative collec- 
tion of ee a prints of many of the 
beautiful brick buildings to be found in our 
towns and villages, and the Worshipful Com- 
pany of Tylers and Bricklayers, in causing 
this new edition to be published and “‘dedi- 
cated to the memory of Nathaniel Lloyd, 
F.R.I.B.A., who laboured to record the past 
to the lasting benefit of all lovers of Brick- 
work,” are to be congratulated upon their 
action. At a time when so much use is being 
made of new materials, it is a service to 
stimulate an interest in a traditional brild- 
ing material like brick, to which we owe 80 
much, and the use of which will certainly not 
be superseded in much of our domestic and 
other work. Just as the builders of the past 
used brick to produce buildings such as are 
illustrated in this work of Nathaniel Lioyd, 
there are architects and builders to-day who 
are successfully carrying on the brick tradi- 
tion, and we have little doubt that the pab- 
lication of this abridged edition of the 
“ History of English Brickwork” will spread 
interest in the subject. 

The original volume has been, of course, 
condensed, but the general arrangement re- 
mains the same; deletion has-been made 
with great care, and those illustrations now 
included have been selected to represent, as 
widely as possible, that vast number of 
buildings and t of building which con- 
tribute to the history of the subject, and 
which would be of interest not only to the 
architect and builder but also to those whose 
concern is personal rather than technical. 
In addition to a general historical chapter on 
English brickwork, there are chapters on 
brick sizes; brickmaking;  terra-cotta; 
Statutes, Proclamations a Orders; char- 
acteristics of brick; factors (form, texture 
and colour); association with other materials ; 
manipulation of brick; dia ; inlay, 
tracery, and strapwork; brick moulding; 
gauged work, etc. These chapters and others 
in the book are full of interesting and use- 
ful matter—well expressed, and forming an 
excellent introduction to the fine collection 
of brick structures illustrated, of which there 
are over 150 subjects, two of which we give in 
this issue. (See this page and page 138.)

Proposed Exhibition Centre, Earl's Court. 


We give two illustrations of a proposed 
exhibition centre, to be erected at Earl's 
Court, 8.W., at a cost of £1,250,000. The 
site is that of the old Earl’s Court Exhibi- 
tion, an area of nearly 19 acres, and the new 
i must be completed by the end of 

The new building is to be a concrete 
structure 80 ft. high. Every approved device 
and a number of interesting innovations will 
be employed for the more adequate arrange- 
ment of very large exhibitions and entertain- 
ments. The site is triangu and has 
enabled the building to be planned to accom- 
modate one _— exhibition requiring the 
whole of the acres of floor space on the 
ground and first floors, or to be conveniently 
subdivided into five separate exhibitions, each 
with its own entrance and complete services. 

The ground floor will embrace an area, 
64 acres in extent (or nearly three times 
the area of Trafalgar-square), and of this 
24 acres will be unbroken by a single pillar. 
In the pillarless area will be a swimming 
pool 200 ft. long and 100 ft. wide, complying 
with the requirements of any international 
aquatic sports event. Special mechanism will 
be employed to enable the pool to be rapidly 
covered and uncovered. The first floor will 
have an area similar to that of the ground 
floor, except for a space above the pool which 
will be open and surrounded by seating 
giving an excellent view of events taking 

lace in the or over it when covered. 
t is estimated that when the whole 12 acres 
of space on the ground and first floors are 
being used for exhibition purposes, there will 
be accommodation for 40,000 persons. 

One of many innovations embodied in the 
design is the employment of interior flood- 
lighting. Another innovation is to be the 
arrangement employed for the first time in 
any exhibition building, for the rapid erec- 
tion and removal of the:seats. The 15,000 
removable seats in the new building will be 
constructed in banks of 300. Each of these 
sections will be mounted on wheels and 
tractors will tow them into a special seating 
garage. 

The structure will have a capacity of 
42,700,000 cu. ft. and weigh 180,000 tons. 
British materials will be used throughout to 
the fullest possible extent, and 2, men 
will be in direct emp t. The designer 
of the building is Mr. C. Howard Crane, the 
American architect, who was identified wit) 
the building of Rockefeller Centre, in New 
York. With Mr. Crane is associated, in an 
advi capacity, Mr. Gordon Jeeves, 
F.R.I.B.A., i Minivan sens, W.1. The 
chief contractors are the Hegeman-Harris 
Co., of New York, and the mechanical and 
structural engineer is Dr. Oscar Faber.

The moment is therefore age to 
ive some indication of what the ‘‘ Housing 
Etre’ is, and $0 describe as briefly as pos- 
sible what has been done to remodel an old 
Crown property to render it suitable for its 
present tenants, and in so doing to demon- 
strate the qualities and possibilities of new 
mate ® 
The function of the ‘* Housing Centre” 
may be deseribed in the words used by 
H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, when s: i 
in support of an appeal for funds on its 
behalf at the Mansion House on March 28 
last -— 

‘| would like also to refer to the establish- 
ment, on a new and broader basis than 
hitherto, of the Housing Centre. The Housing 
Centre represents a collaboration between 
four concerns* which have done important 
housing work in recent years and which now 
have their offices under one roof in Suffolk- 
street, Pall Mall. The same premises con- 
tain the central office of the National Federa- 
tion (of Housing Societies) itself. What is 
aimed at is that there should be a centre 
of information and advice for all who are 
interested in housing. The Housing Centre 
is not a new experment. It has been in 
existence on a smaller scale and in smaller 
premises for some time past.t... It is, 
therefore, proposed to create a body to be 
called the ‘ Friends of Housing,’ to establish, 
support and enlarge the very valuable work 
of the Housing Centre by providing the in- 
come or endowment needed for that work.” 

To this statement it may be added that 
the ‘‘ Centre,’ in addition to giving advice 
on all questions relating to housing and 
slum clearance, organi exhibitions, such 
as ‘The New Houses for Old’’ exhibition 
at the Building Trades Exhibition at 
Olympia and in various parts of the country, 
and has lately organised visits of school- 
pgs and — et the various bg noua 
of photographs, models, maps and diagrams 
at the new “ Housing Centre” itself, when 
the essential difficulties, and the means pro- 
posed to obtain better standards, are fully 
explained. 

We turn now to the problems with which 
the architects were faced in the reconstruction 
of an old building which, from long disuse, 
presented an apparently hopeless maze of 
derelict corridors, passages, and staircases, 
which had almost entirely obscured the possi- 
bilities and potentialities of the building. 

The origin of the present structure is some- 
what obscure, and even the architect who de- 
signed it is not definitely known, though it 
seems more than probable that it was the 
work of John Nash. It is known that the 
original Crown lease dates from 1823, and it 
18 probable that the rebuilding of Suffolk- 
street was part of Nash’s scheme in connec- 
tion with the new street (Regent-street) and 
its surroundings. 

‘An important corollary of this latter 
project (Regent-street) was the rebuilding of 
Suffolk-street and Little Suffolk-street (now 
Suffolk-place), with a view to tidying up this 
disreputable corner of the town. Nash pro- 
posed to continue Suffolk-street northwards 
to James-street, but this was abandoned and 
Suffolk-street was rebuilt almost on its old 
boundaries. continuation of Little 
Suffolk-street into Whitcombe-street was built 
up.

At present the Crown lease of the part of 
Suffolk-street which is our immediate concern 
here includes Nos. 12, 13 and 14, which no 
doubt accounts for the unusual dispositions in 
the planning of their block. 

The centre building has a frontage to 
Suffolk-street of 15 ft.—exactly a third of the 
whole. But whereas Nos. 12 and 14 preserve 
their width between party walls from front 
to rear, No. 13 extends to about twice the 
depth of the two adjacent buildings and 
branches out into a north wing of basement, 
ground, first and second floors, with its own 
staircase, while opposite, on the south side 
of an open court (which occupies the rear of 
No. 13 proper), is a similar wing, consisting 
of basement, ground and first floor only. 
This wing also has its own staircase. The 
main portion of the centre building (No. 13) 
consists of a basement, ground and a first 
floor, with one large gallery with lantern 
lights and coved cornice, etc., and architec- 
tural enrichments (preserved in their recon- 
struction) which are quite in keeping with 
Nash’s work elsewhere. Access to this 
gallery is by both the staircases mentioned 
above. The front part of No. 13 had a 
smaller room, which was probably used as a 
library—as is the case in the remodelled 
building—with two small rooms over. These 
could only be approached by a small and very 
dark iron spiral staircase, and it is difficult to 
conjecture the use for which they were 
originally intended. A curious feature of 
this part of the building was discovered during 
the reconstruction. e facade is a solid 
brick wall, with the usual stucco facing of the 
period. The back wall appeared to be similar, 
though of less thickness, supported on stud- 
ding at the first-floor level. On further in- 
vestigation it was found that the “ brick- 
work ’”’ was nothing more than a thin layer 
of Roman cement jointed and pointed to 
imitate brickwork on a backing of ordinary 
roofing tiles, with timber framing behind it. 
Finally, at some fairly recent date, the upper 
part of No. 12 had been separated from the 
ground and first floors and united to No. 13, 
Suffolk-street. 

The work which has recently been com- 
pleted has consisted—on the upper floors— 
in alterations to the staircase and communica- 
tion between the upper floors of Nos. 12 and 
13, which it would be wearisome to describe 
in detail, and in devising new decorations 
for special requirements which would be in 
harmony with the original scheme. Thus, in 
the lib , the bookeases are in laminated 
board with anodised aluminium cover strips, 
and glass shelves line the side walls, while in 
the exhibition hall adjoining, the walls are 
lined with compressed cork tiling to a height 
of 7ft., to provide a convenient surface to 
which maps and diagrams can be pinned 
without to appearance. The floor is 
covered with the same material. 

On the ground floor of the centre block 
(illustrated on page 152) the transformation 
was more complete. Here the architects were 
faced with the problem of turning a series of 
small offices and a side passage into a recep- 
tion hall which should be light and attractive, 
though only one end wall was available for 
lighting from the central enclosed courtyard 
mentioned above. The difficulties of the 
problem were increased by a condition im- 
posed by the Crown that the existing clear 
spans of floor joists should not be increased, 
while, on the other hand, the funds available 
were limited. The first difficulty was solved 
by the introduction of four pairs of light steel 
columns, cased in anodised aluminium, on 
which the scheme of decoration in glass, 
metalwork and enamelled wall surfaces, etc., 
was built up; while the second was orercome,

whether at the present day Lord ‘Kaneaa, 
after considering the matter, would have con- 
sidered it no breach of the duty of a servant 
deliberately to utilise his hours of service 
by being false to his master’s interests and 
endeavouring to induce his master’s customers 
to transfer their custom to him on a near 
approaching day. It was certainly against his 
master’s interests that he should do so. It 
may be that under icular circumstances 
the injury done to the master would hardly 
be greater than if he had waited till he had 
left the service before he made his canvass, 
but that is not the question. The obligation 
to protect his master’s interests lasts until the 
last hour of his service. The dividing line 
between owing his master a duty and owing 
him none is that imperceptible period of time 
between the determination of his service and 
the moment he acquires freedom of action 
after his service has terminated.”” The appeal 
from the Hm ag of the Ceurt below award- 
ing the plaintiffs £20 was therefore dismissed. 


RATING : MACHINERY IN UNUSED MILL. 

In the recent case, Townley Mill Co. (1919), 
Ltd. v. Oldham Assessment Committee (7'he 
T'vmes, June 21) an interesting point was 
raised as to whether the company were in 
beneficial occupation of a cotton mill in which 
all production had ceased in September, 1931, 
and on which since that date only an en- 
gineer caretaker had been employed, by 
reason of the fact that the machinery was re- 
tained on the premises merely for the pur- 
pose of keeping it in good repair and condi- 
tion. Quarter Sessions had held that the 
company were in beneficial occupation and 
had rated the premises accordingly, and this 
was an appeal to the High Court. 

The question turned upon section 24, sub- 
section (1) of the Rating Act, 1925, which pro- 
vides: “ For the p of the making or 
revision of valuation lists under this part of 
the Act, the following provisions shall have 
effect with respect to the valuation of any 
hereditament other than a hereditament the 
value of which is ascertained by reference to 
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the accounts, receipts or profits of the under. 
taking on in—(a) All such plant 
and machinery in or upon the hereditament 
as belong to any of the classes specified in 
the Third Schedule to this Act shall be 
deemed to be a. part of the hereditament; (p) 
subject as aforesaid no account shal! be taken 
of the value of any plant or machinery jn 
or upon the hereditament. As is pointed 
out in the j ent, the effect of this sec. 
tion is to divide the machinery in a mill 
into two , first, motive machinery, with- 
out which the plant could not operate, 
and secondly, process plant and other 
machinery, and for the purpose of rating, the 
first class is to be regarded as part of the 
hereditament itself, while of the second class 
no account at all is to be taken. The Court 
pointed out that this had got rid of the old 
doctrine that, for the purpose of rating, 
premises were enhanced by the value of the 
machinery which they contained, and in this 
case no regard could be had to the value of 
the machinery itself, yet there was, to a very 
small degree, beneficial occupation. The 
assessment of Quarter Sessions was thus re- 
duced to a nominal figure agreed between the 
parties in the event of this appeal being 
allowed. The case is at present very shortly 
reported, and further leave to appeal was 
granted. 

In The Times, June 28, it was stated that, 
according to an official statement made by the 
Federation of Master Cotton Spinners’ Asso- 
ciation, if this decision stands it will bring 
relief to over fifty federated companies. 


INTERNATIONAL COMMISSION 
ON ILLUMINATION 


Tue ninth session of the International Com- 
mission on Illumination was opened in the 
Reichstag building in Berlin on Tuesday, 
July 2, with the President, Dr. A. Meyer, in 
the chair. From a report of its proceedings, 
which we have received, we take the follow- 
ing extracts :— 


Factory and School Lighting. 

The Secretariat report summarised the 
lighting investigations in factories and schools, 
special attention being drawn to the waste of 
time and public money resulting from bad 
lighting in schools. The Commission adopted 
the following minimum values of illumination 
in schools, and recommended that these 
values be exceeded in the interest of human 
efficiency, comfort and eyesight preservation.

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HOUSING AND TOWN PLANNING 


INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS IN LONDON. 


As we recorded in our last issue, the 
fourteenth International ing and Town 
Planning Congress has just been held in 
London. The opening assembly was on 
July 16, at Friends’ House, Sitonend, 
N.W. Mr. John Nolen, of Cambridge, 
Mass., U.8.A., i Sir Kingsley 
od, Health, was to have 
delivered an address.

tolerably overcrowded. Our housing, if it 
was to be effective in transferring the poorer 
classes from bad homes to ones, must 
always deal with ific ups of houses : 
new houses must provided at the right 
time and place, at a rent which the prospec- 
tive tenant could pay, and they must be cor- 
related to the de-crowding of other houses. 
It was proposed to clear and replace 300,000 
houses in five years, and the number of 
persons thus displaced would be about 
1,500,000. But it was not enough to provide 
comfortable and well-built houses; people 
must have room to grow and a pleasant en- 
none fe the houses must not be over- 
shadow — chimneys nor defaced 
by mean or crowd pe te at their 
doors. In towns there must be enough open 
space and fields in which to play. 

The President, in welcoming the Congress, 
said town planners, architects, engineers, 
landscape architects, geographers, sociologists 
and others concerned with town and 
regional development, men from all over 
the world, met at that Congress to confer 
and co-operate in a common endeavour. The 
problem of i ing more positive,

~~ to produce in planners adequate 
techni ce and the necessary high 
personal qualifications; (2) to make ers 
conscious of larger related questions of 
public ond technical competence ; 
(3) to furnish planners with adequate basic 
data ; (4) to create official agencies with power 
to execute approved plans; and (5) to 
arouse public opinion to the importance and 
advantages of planning, and thus secure 
popelar support for planning organisations.

At the 
largest of these, the Becontree Estate, 
situated some ten miles eastwards from 
Charing Cross, there were already erected 
and occupied some 25,000 houses with a popu- 
lation of at least 110,000 persons. 

With regard to the proposed belt, the 
speaker said London continued to spread in 
3 sprawling and straggling manner. The 
L.C.C. had recently announced a scheme of 
assistance to outside county authorities to 
preserve land for playing fields, and for the 
creation of something in the nature of 
a green belt. While this might help to 
break up the continuity of the building de- 
velopment around London, it was not con- 
sidered that it would constitute a limit to it. 


REHOUSING THE PEOPLE. 


We conclude the summaries (commenced in 
our last issue) of the housing progress being 
made in various cities in Great Britain :— 

Botron.—Mr. C. H. Walker, F.S.L, 
M.Inst.M. & Cy.E., Director of Housing, 
Bolton, sta that since 1919, the munici- 
pality had erected on twenty-two estates a 
total of 4,327 houses, bungalows and flats, at 
rents, including local taxes, of from 17s. 9d. 
to 4s. 4d. Every endeavour had been made 
to vary the external elevation of the houses 
to avoid monotony, special designs had been 
introduced at junctions, etc., and sho 
had been designed to harmonise with the 
surroundings. Every effort had been made 
to make the best use of the floor area avail- 
able; this applied particularly to houses re- 
cently erec under the restriction of 760 
superficial feet for a three-bedroom, non-par- 
lour house. Adequate cupboards on the 
ground and first floors were provided and 
often a chest of drawers was fitted in one bed- 
room. Each house had electric light and 
power (with power plugs on the ground and 
first floor), a gas boiler and a gas cooker. 
The more recently built houses had an elec- 
tric wash boiler and an electric cooker or 
griller. All houses had either a bungalow 
range or a back-to-back range with hot. water 
supply, bath, lavatory basin, and deep sink. 

The rents of houses built under the 1924 
Act were ded; but a rent rebate scale 
had been Boa for tenants removed from 
unfit houses and rehoused under the 1930 Act. 
These rebates were based on the size of the 
family, the family income (earnings in excess of 
6s. week of each child — and the 
‘Rowntree’ subsistence scale of income 
necessary to keep such a family, cost of rent 
not included. _ oe income ” for 
a man and wife on this scale was 24s. per 
week, plus 5s. each for the first two children 
and 4s. for each additional child, up to ten 
in all.

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THE ROYAL SANITARY INSTITUTE

— a great contribution to the aims 
and work of that Institute, for the constitu- 
tion of the Institute included in its member- 
ship the professions of doctor, architect, and 

gineer, recognising concerned 
in the study of hygiene and sanitation. It 
was with some surprise and regret that he 
found that, out of a total of nearly five hun- 
dred Fellows, less than one-tenth were archi- 
tects. Unfortunately, there had been archi- 
tects and others who had promulgated the 
idea that sanitation and hygiene did hot 
concern the profession. A certain great 
artist in his work was reported to have said 
to a class of students: “‘In the course of 
your work you will come across drains and 
pipes and things of that sort, but you need 
not trouble about them!” He hoped and 
thought that that attitude was not meant to 
be taken seriously. Then we found that most 
engineers had an idea that architecture was 
a mere matter of ornament. Many years ago 
he was greatly impressed by the work of a 
certain borough engineer in his design for a 
huge dam—a really great piece of construc- 
tion. The vast wall of concrete curved in- 
wards, rising from its base with graduated 
abutments which perfectly expressed its 
strength and stability; but the engineer did 
not understand the speaker when he con- 
gratulated him upon a bit of fine architecture. 

He found, too, that many people imagined 
architects to be concerned with the architec- 
tural beauty of their elevations to the exclu- 
sion of sound planning, but he thought this 
was less true to-day than at any time. They 
certainly sought to evolve beauty of form, 
but they also strove after beauty of arrange- 
ment by the omission of unn detail, 
and a practical suitability of the building for 
its purpose. Much sanitary work and sani- 
tary fittings were not beautiful in themselves, 
unless we believed to the uttermost that 
“‘ Beauty is truth, truth beauty!” 

One of our most distinguished architects in 
his (the speaker's) generation once complained 
that the tendency of modern work was to 
make our buildings look like factories outside 
and operating-rooms inside. (We might do 
worse!) Whatever might be the reactions of 
the older generation to the work of ‘those 
who were called ‘‘ modernists’ in architec- 
ture, we could and did acknowledge the 
great contribution which they had made in 
the matter of eliminating much that was 
i ig and he ne so much more 
ight into our buildings—and sunlight was 
lifelight though he confessed he did not 
quite appreciate the value of building stair- 
cases in glass cases. In past times, living- 
rooms were for the most part ill-lighted and 
with comparatively small windows.

architect. He would say that no really first- 
class ital could be designed without an 
intimate wledge on the part of the de- 
signer of every small process of medical and 
surgical routine, and of the administrative 
side of the hospital. He himself owed much 
to the ideals set before him by the medical 
profession. For the most part we looked to 
medical scientists to suggest the ideals to be 
arrived at, not only in the housing of the 
sick, bat in the housing of the healthy people. 
Ii was then for architects and engineers to 
show how those ideals might be carried out. 


The Hospital of the Future. 

In the course of a paper on “‘The Hos- 
pital of the Future,” Mr. L. G. Pearson, 
F.R.1.B.A., said modern buildings had been 
described as resembling an athlete trained to 
the last ounce of flesh, and in designing 
hospitals this desire to produce a “‘ func- 
tional” building was obviously right. In 
describing the changes which were in pro- 
gress, it would be useful to go back to the 
days of the “pavilion” system of planning 
which had been general in this and other 
countries for over fifty years. Dr. McIntosh, 
after a recent tour on the Continent, had 
stated that the era of the pavilion system had 
come, or was now coming, to an end on the 
Continent, and when he (the speaker) visited 
the United States of America a few years 
ago he realised that the same change was in 
progress over there. There seemed to him 
two reasons why this change was natural ; 
first, because modern aseptic methods no 
var required the space between hospital 
buildings which was necessary before Lord 
Lister’s day; and, secondly, because the long 
corridors and distances between buildings in- 
creased the cost of construction and opera- 
tion. It might be of interest in this connec- 
tion to state that the researches of the De- 
partmental Committee had shown that the 
economy was more in operation than in con- 
struction, for the reason that two-story build- 
ings were cheaper to construct than the multi- 
story building which was usually the alterna- 
tive to the spread-out pavilion type. The 
concentration of heating and other services 
was, however, all in favour of the multi-story 
building, and, of course, the amount of 
ground covered was less, therefore effecting 
@ saving in drains, roads, paths, etc. 

In America, a central “corridor” type of 
plan had been much in vogue, in which case 
small wards open off both sides of a central 
corridor, resulting in a ward block of about 
40 ft. in width. It was to be hoped that this 
type of plan would never become usual in 
this country, as a dark, ill-ventilated corridor 
was a poor sort of backbone to a hospital. 

On the other hand, on the Continent the 
“‘ corridor ’’ system, as it was called, meant 
a corridor usually running east and west, 
with small four- or six-bed wards opening 
off one side only, with service rooms placed 
on the other side, and between them open 
spaces giving fresh air and light. If we, 
therefore, desired to modify the pavilion 
type of plan in this country, the Continental 
practice was more suited to our climate and 
needs. In any case, the large twenty-four- 
to thirty-bed wards of the past were no 
longer advocated, sixteen beds being regarded 
as the maximum by medical opinion. This 
had led to a reduction in the height and 
width of the ward, which need not exceed 
11 ft. in clear height, or 24 ft. in clear width. 
On the other hand, the dimensions of 8 ft. 
centre to centre of beds had been proved to 
be desirable from the working point of view, 
a oe the dimension might be considerably 
red as far as “cross infection” was 
concerned, to the evidence of ex- 
perienced medical men. If we took the floor 
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area per patient as 86ft. super, the cubic 
space ni not exceed 1,000 cub. ft., which 
was a considerable reduction on past 
standards. 


The position of the sanitary annexe had 
altered also of recent years, and these rooms 
were now yarn Bi cage at the working end 
of the ward, where they were equally con. 
venient for the smaller wards. The old 
custom of allowing the sluice-room to be in 
direct communication with the ward except 
for a cross-ventilated lobby (which in prac- 
tice was seldom cross-ventilated), while handy 
for the staff, was distinctly unpleasant for 
the patients who happened to be occupyin 
the beds near at hand and got the benefi: of 
the noise and smells that were inevitable in 
the case of a sink-room. The question of the 
fitting up of the sink-room was quite a study 
in itself, but personally he preferred the 
white-glazed combined sink to some of the 
so-called modern improvements. 

The ventilation of the wards was also a 
matter of considerable debate in these days, 
when quite a large section of medical opinion 
{particularly the surgeons) did not appear to 
favour cross-ventilation. In spite of this, he 
thought everyone must agree that ‘ good” 
ventilation through an open window was as 
necessary as ever for the health of all 
patients except those recovering from the 
after-effects of an operation. The metal 
windows had brought more variety and flexi- 
bility in the design of windows, and were 
particularly adapted to the horizontal type 
of design where large openings were filled 
with glazing. A ‘‘solarium”’ attached to the 
ward seemed the best solution to the problem, 
and had proved to be a most valuable addition 
to the ward where provided with glazing 
which could be opened to a full extent in 
good weather and radiators for use in winter. 


Town and Country Planning, with Particular 
Relation to Rural Britain. 


Mr. T. Alwyn . Lioyd, F.R.IB.A., 
P.-P.T.P.I., read a paper on this subject, 
in the. course of which he said that although 
town-planning powers had been available 
since 1909 as regards ‘“‘land in course of 
development or likely to be used for build- 
ing,’’ and regional planning schemes were 
initiated some fifteen years ago, it was not 
until 1933 that the Town and Country Plan- 
ing Act became operative to control the user 
of any land, whether built on or not, in 
towti, suburb, village, or open country. The 
Act was far in advance of previous legisla- 
tion, but the initiation of schemes was sub- 
ject to certain restrictions which might 
afford opportunities for procrastination on 
the part of authorities not yet fully awake 
to their responsibilities. On the other hand, 
in areas in which the authorities were active, 
and more particularly when they were sup- 
porated by the full collaboration of land- 
owners and private interests, the Act had 
provided great potentialities, advantage of 
which many districts were now availing 
themselves. 

Having dealt with the question of proce- 
dure, the lecturer said, as one of the declared 
intentions of the Act was the avoidance of 
scattered and uneconomic development, and 
the encouragement of the ‘‘ group *’ as opposed 
to the “‘ ribbon,”’ authorities were now in 4 
position largely to determine the areas in 
which future building on any considerable 
scale should take place under their schenes. 
As the availability of sewers and public ser- 
vices was to be one of the deciding fac'ors 
in zoning ‘‘land of free entry for buildin.” 
as it was commonly called, it was important 
that great care should be observed to ens re 
that such public services were not made avail- 
able beyond a compact limit of land which 
it was desirable to allocate for building, a! ‘er 
the study of the circumstances and cons ‘a 
tion with owners.

this area as and when it became ripe (in the 
general interest) for development. Until then, 
applications for individual houses might not 
be refused unless the authority was satisfied : 


(1) That the gm would involve dan- 
ger or injury to health through lack of roads, 
sewers or services, and 

(2) That the provision of the latter facili- 
ties would be premature or involve excessive 
public expenditure ; 

(3) That the buildings proposed would be 
likely seriously to injure local amenities. 


Ribbon Development. 

In the discussion of the possibilities of the 
Town and Country Planning Act, and in 
other connections, a t deal of attention 
had been devoted to the prevention of ribbon 
development. The Government had just 
introduced a new Bill to deal specifically with 
the matter; although it was hardly within 
the scope of that paper, in passing it might 
not be inappropriate to express a doubt as to 
whether its provision in regard to the ameni- 
ties section went sufficiently far. It remained 
to be seen whether councils, particularly 
those in the less populated and poorer coun- 
ties, would be induced to adopt them unless 
ihe Government, when the details of the Bill 
were discussed in the House, decided to aug- 
ment the financial assistance which would be 
available, 

The prevention of ribbon development was 
fundamentally a question of planning, and 
under the Town and Country Planning Act 
there were many provisions for the ameliora 
tion of the nuisance; but here, again, finance 
was likely to be the stumbling block which 
the new Bill could ease if amended as indi- 
cated. The Act contained certain provisions 
which were excluded from com tion, 
such as service roads to accommodate traffic 
from shops and works, and pease agg, of 
points of entry into arteria . The 
definite powers obtained under the Surrey 
and Middlesex County Acts for the control 
of frontage development were likely to yield 
excellent results there. The principle which 
should be always followed when planning 
-chemes were considered was that main traffic 
arteries should be restricted to this important 
function, and, by means of parkways, service 
roads and other planning provisions, frontage 
development should ca tas away from the 
traffic arteries. Here was a direction in 
which it should be possible to combine beauty 
and tility om the main roads of rural 
Britain. It was quite usual for our old high- 
ways to be lined with trees and a 
‘hat added so much charm to the landscape. 
If, instead of demolishing these in the pro- 
cess of so-called ‘‘ improvements,” they were

vised ; but at their worst they were saver 80 
objectionable as bad buildings. Unsightly 
advertisements and litter in the country roads 
were nasty eyesores, but with a change in 
sored opinion and with vigorous adoption of 
egislative ers it was possible for them to 
be gradually done away with. But badly 
designed, “illiterate” buildings, out of 
character in material and po with the 
traditions of the countryside, were with us 
for several generations, and no magic wand 
could wave them away! It was for this 
reason that the control of elevations was of 
such paramount importance under town and 
country planning schemes. 

The model clauses had provided the neces- 
sary machinery for ensuring this; appeals 
from the decision of the authority could be 
made either to a court of summary jurisdic- 
tion or to a tribunal of three persons 
appointed for the pu under the scheme. 
His own opinion would definitely favour the 
tribunal as being a more workable and time- 
saving procedure, but in either case it was 
essential that the council, when dealing with 
building plans, should be in a position to 
obtain architectural advice as to the suita- 
bility of the proposed elevations. The Act 
specified that control could extend to “size, 
height, design, and external appearance of 
buildings.”” If there was no architectural 
adviser among the council’s regular officials, 
there was a very useful alternative—the 
voluntary architectural panels, originally set 
up under the joint auspices of the R.I.B.A. 
and C.P.R.E., which had now received official 
recognition. By utilising the services of the 
panel, planning authorities in many counties 
had succeeded in improving the quality of 
house designs, and at the same time 
avoided constant appeals to tribanals or 
courts. 

To summarise the position : the Act enabled 
planning schemes to be prepared for main- 
taining the character of rural areas as country 
and not merely as potential suburbs or as 
sites for urban types of development. This 
did not. mean that provision could not be 
made for change of user as and when this 
was necessary and seemly. Nor did it con- 
fine the objective to ‘‘ preservation” in the 
restricted sense. If country planning was 
visualised aright—and fortunately there were 
ample evidences of this in schemes already 
initiated—there was new hope for the future 
of a rural Britain, which would retain the best 
of its past glories and still find accommoda- 
tion for the planned requirements of the 


modern world.

THE WEEK IN PARLIAMENT 


Ribbon Development Bill. 

Steady progress is being made in Commit- 
tee with this Bill, but the Government were 
again defeated last week, when an amend- 
ment was carried against them, with the 
object of taking from the Ministry of Trans- 
port and giving to the courts of sum 
jurisdiction the settlement of disputes - 
ing access claimed to be reasonably required 
to land. 

On clanse 9, Mr. Hore-Bexisua accepted an 
amendment to decrease from £100 to £50 the 
maximum fine for erecting buildings or mak- 
ing access to any road in contravention of the 
restrictions imposed by the Bill. He ex- 
plained that, in addition to paying the fine, 
a convicted person had also to demolish the 
building and reinstate the ground at his own 
ax . The amendment was agreed to. 

Cleese 11 extends the power of local autho- 
rities to provide se A ggg and Mr. 
Hore-Belisha explained t, ther with 
clause 12, this clause was intended to meet 
the case of traffic estion. Although local 
authorities were with power to provide 
parking-places, a | had no power to build 
them, and thus had to have recourse. only to 
open spaces or streets. That omission, which 
never could have been intended, would be 
repaired by enabling local authorities to put 
a roof over the open spaces. The clause 
further enabled them to build garages under- 
ground.

BUILDING BY-LAWS—IV. 


By B. PRICE DAVIES, F.S.1., M.T.P.I. 
(Author of “Estimating for Buildings and Public Works.”) 


DRAWINGS FOR NEW ROADS AND 
SEWERS 


The by-law itself is fairly clear on this 
point and is quoted, the first part being as 
follows :— 


Notice of Intention to lay out Streets. 

55/57. (1) Every person who intends to 
lay out a new street to which the foregoing 
by-laws relate shall, before laying out the 
street, give to the Council notice in writing 
of his intention and shall send or deliver 
the notice to the clerk or surveyor of the 
Council. 


it of Plans and Sections. _ 

2) He shall also send or deliver to the 
clerk or surveyor a plan and a longitudinal 
section and cross-sections of the street drawn 
or reproduced in a clear and intelligible 
manner on suitable and durable material to 
a scale not less than one inch to every forty- 
four feet horizontally and one inch to every 
ten feet vertically for the plan and longitu- 
dinal section, and one inch to every eight 
geet horizontally and vertically for the cross 
sections. 

The basic scale, viz., one inch to every 
forty-four feet i liy, is that of the 
block plan for the new building. The plans 
are to be to this basis and also the horizontal 
seale of the longitudinal section. (As men- 
tioned previously, the scale of 1/500 or one 
inch to every 41.66 feet is generally adopted.) 

For the vertical scale of the longitudinal 
section a distortion is necessary in order to 
indicate the section more clearly, and this 
scale is to be not less than one inch to every 
ten feet. :

is comparatively small, the scale of one inch 
to every eight feet both horizontally and ver- 
tically is the minimum. The cross-section in 
this way is normal in scale, i.e., without dis- 
tortion, and is known as a “natural scale ” 
for a cross-section. (With a natural scale, 
the ‘‘ taking off’ of a hill of quantities is 
far simpler than with a distorted scale.) 

The clause of the by-laws continues as 
follows :— 


Information on Deposited Plans. 

55/57. (3) He shall show wpon the plan 
all particulars (not being particulars which 
may more conveniently be given on the sec- 
tions) necessary to show whether the street 
complies with any of the foregoing by-laws 
which apply to tt, including :— 

‘(a) the names of the owners of the land 
occupied by the street and of the lands on 
each side of the street; 


(6) the name and address of the person 
intending to lay out the street; 

(c) the name, if any, of the street; 

(d) the points of the compass ; 

(e) the length, width or widths, and 
levels of the street; 

(f) the existing or intended building line 
on each side of the street; 

(g) the position of the street in relation 
to the nearest existing streets ; 

(A) any provision intended for carrying 
off the surface water from the street. 


When the other by-laws referring to these 
matters will be dealt with, these require- 
ments will be realised to be of much purpose. 


Information on Sections. 

55/57. (4) He shall show upon the sec- 
tions all particulars (not being particulars 
which may more conveniently be given on 
the plan) necessary to show whether the street 
complies with any of the foregoing by-laws 
which apply to it, including :— 

(a) the levels of the present surface of 
the ground over or through which the 
street is to pass, taken from some known 
datum ; 

(b) the levels of the ground immediately 
abutting on each side of the street and, 
so far as necessary and practicable, the 
intended levels of the building sites on 
each side of the street; 


(c) the levels and rates of inclination of 
the street; 


(d) the levels and rates of inclination of 
any intended or existing streets with which 
it ts intended that the street shall connect, 
so far as is necessary to show the levels 
and rates of inclination at which the new 
street will connect with such intended or 
existing streets. 

(5) Provided that where a person is 
deemed to be laying out a new street by 
reason only of sub-section (4) of section 30 
of the Public Health Act, 1925, this by-law 
shall not apply. . 

(a) The datum which is generally adopted 
is the Ordnance Datum, and this can be ob- 
tained from bench-marks, and located and 
known from the Ordnance Sheets. 


(b) The placing of the road surface to suit 
the adjoining building sites is very important, 
and, where practicable, building sites which 
lie lower than the adjoining road are best 
avoided. 

(c) and (d) The gradients of streets are 
important, and the Ministry of Transport do 
not care for gradients steeper than one vertical 
to fifteen horizontal. This is a standard 
which is not practicable in hilly districts, but 
every effort should be made to avoid a 
gradient which is steeper than one in ten. 
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(5) This refers to an existing road, and che 


onus of abaogeae plans and sections falls 
upon the local authority. 


FORM OF NOTICE. 

It is not practicable to put all the intorma. 
tion required by the local authority on the 
plan. Forms are generally issued for ihe pur- 
pose of obtaining the remaining information, 
This saves a great deal of time and trouble 
for the architect, and for the surveyor of the 
local authority. Its printed wording is a 
series of questions which call for the written. 
answers. The forms are drafted by the local 
authorities to suit their respective building 
by-laws and town planning scheme. 

According to the building by-laws, notice 
of the intention to erect a building is to be 
submitted to the local authority, and the com 
pleted form is a notice of this intention. 

The following is the wording of the by-law 
on this subject :— 


Notice of Intention to Erect Building. 

56/58. (1) Every person who intends to 
construct a building to which the foregoing 
by-laws relate shall give to the council 
notice in writing of his intention and shall 
send or deliver the notice to the clerk or sur- 
veyor of the council together, so far as may 
be necessary to show whether the building 
complies with any of the foregoing by-laws 
which apply to it, with a sufficient descrip- 
tion in writing of :— 

(a) the class or nature of the building 
and whether it is to be used as a dwelling- 
house or not; 

(6) the materials with which the build- 
ing 1s to be constructed ; 


(c) the mode of drainage ; 
(d) the means of water supply. 


A typical form is taken in order to eluci- 
date its requirements :— 

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that plans sub- 
mitted must be on durable material such as 
linen, and that they must be accompanied 
by sufficient information to indicate how far 
they comply with the Building By-laws of 
the Council. The form below is of assistance 
in the submission of such information. 

Unless complete plans and particulars are 
submitted to the Surveyor for at least sevEN
